The La Follette brothers called 
at the White House recently , and 
one well-advised legislator said 
the chief ex ecutive might visit 
Wisconsin if he traveled west­ 
ward to the San Francisco fair 
this summer. 
Senator La Follette declined 
comment on the proposed coali­ 
tion, say ing he knew of no move­ 
ment for Democratic-Progressive 
unity . The LaFollettes sought to 
place the Progressive party fin a 
national basis last y ear, but the 
Republican sweep in Wisconsin 
checked this movement.

Kidnapers Warn 
Putnam Against 
Book On Hitler

—"Bound and gagged, George 
Palmer Putnam, 52, Holly wood 
publisher and husband of the 
late Amelia Earhart, was found 
in an incompleted house here 
today , a few hours after he was .

wood home. 
Putnam, unhurt, said the kid­ 
napers demanded the name of 
the author of the anony mous 
book “The Man Who Killed H it­ 
ler” and suggested it would be' 
“healthier” if he ceased printing 
it. 
A statewide search for the pair 
and for Putnam ’s car, in which 
they brought him here, was or­ 
dered by sheriff's deputies. 
“They were very decent to 
me,” Putnam declared.

didn’t rough me at all.” 
The publisher said he refused 
their demands and recalled rue­ 
fully th at he had “thought the 
other warnings were phonies.” 
Receipt of a bullet-riddled copy 
of the book, two letters and a 
telephone call threatening his

There two men 
jumped me and pushed me into 
the car. 
“They blindfolded me and tied 
my hands. We drove for about 
an hour. 
They conversed be­ 
tween themselves in German, 
but both spoke English, one flu­ 
ently and in an educated way . 
I asked them what they wanted 
and reminded them th at kidnap­ 
ing was a serious offense. 
“They said they wanted to 
know the man who had contrib­ 
uted to the Hitler book from the 
German end. I told them I did­ 
n’t know and stuck to th at story .

Cincinnati, May 13 (¿P)—In­ 
tently , phy sicians watched Ed­ 
win Butler, federal theater play ­ 
er, in a grimly dram atic role to­ 
day . 
His life depends, they said, on 
a pint of blood which arrived in 
a frozen state after a mercy 
plane flight from the Philadel­ 
phia blood center. 
The 41-y ear-old actor, father 
of three children, has a rare 
blood disease, staphy lococci sep­ 
ticemia, which apparently de­ 
veloped from a small cut on his 
foot. 
Ironically , Butler last appeared 
on the stage as the Russian bac­ 
teriologist, Ily a Metchinkoff, No­ 
bel Prize winner who developed 
the medical theory of immunity 
against infection—and who be­ 
lieved the average span of hu­ 
m an life could be 120 y ears. 
Taken from a m an who recov­ 
ered from the infection, the 
blood was injected into Butler’s 
veins last night. Attendants said 
he showed no immediate reac­ 
tion.

In the 1938 Indiana regional 
tournaments there were four 
teams representing towns of less 
than two hundred population. 
These teams were first ranking 
in their respectiv e leagues. They 
won their sectional tournament 
and two of them won regional 
honors and entered the state 
tournament. One of these teams, 
Scipio, fought its way to the 1938 
finals in the state tournament 
b ut was not ab le to turn b ack the 
strong South Bend A. C. team 
that won the right to represent 
Indiana in the National at Battle 
Creek, Michigan. 
Before the method of organiz­ 
ing now in effect b ecame general 
it would hav e b een b ey ond the 
wildest dream of a town of 200 or 
2,000, to hav e its team b attling 
for the state or national amateur 
championship 
of 
the 
Great 
American Game—Baseb all. 
There is no magic b ehind the 
improv ement, only the ex peri­ 
ence of twenty y ears of the more 
successful amateur associations. 
First, no team can hope to 
succeed that does not hav e sup­ 
port of all or most of the com­ 
munity . That means it needs lo­ 
cal play ers. In b aseb all, as in ev ­ 
ery other sport, there is the 
tram p athlete, the play er who 
mov es around from place to 
place rftaking a precarious liv ing 
masquerading as an amateur, 
ex isting on questionab le job s. 
For his own good as well as that 
of the sport, he must b e ruled 
Out. 
The first step therefore, is to 
enlist the aid of those men in the 
community who lov e b aseb all, 
who want to prov ide recreation 
for their community , and want 
to giv e local play ers a chance to

test their ab ility against the b oy s 
of other towns and if they hav e 
the merit, adv ance to Organized 
Baseb all and perhaps the b ig 
leagues. 
In hundreds of towns and cit­ 
ies, these men hav e then set up 
a b aseb all association, along the 
lines found successful elsewhere. 
This means organizing and 
electing a president, secretary 
and treasurer. It means insuring 
the use of a field and proper 
maintenance. It means appoint­ 
ing a ticket*sales committee 
which shall raise funds to oper­ 
ate, and it means securing the 
most competent b aseb all man in 
the town to manage the team on 
the field and coach the play ers. 
Outside of prov iding a field 
and maintaining it, the cost of 
such a program is determined b y 
the 
amount 
the 
community 
wishes to spend. This cost is us­ 
ually guaranteed b y getting re­ 
sponsib le men in the community 
to underwrite ex penses for the 
y ear. Thus if a man under-wrote 
$25 of a total of $250 underwrit­ 
ing secured and gate receipts 
were $50 short of cov ering the 
entire season’s ex penses (or one- 
fifth of the 
un d e r w r i t t e n 
amount) the indiv idual guaran­ 
tor would b e called on to liquid­ 
ate $5 of the indeb tedness, or 
one*fifth of the amount under­ 
written,—not a large amount to 
insure an entire summer of b ase­ 
b all for a town. Fortunately , un­ 
der this method of civ ic cooper­ 
ation, the losses are so few and 
far b etween, that for any one to 
b e called upon for any part of 
the amount he has underwritten 
is a rarity . 
If local b usiness men are ad­ 
ministering the finances of the 
team, the chances, of shady 
practices are greatly decreased 
b ecause few men of that nature 
succeed in b usiness, and fewer 
are trusted sufficiently to b e 
placed in such positions. 
(Other financing plans and 
the program some of these civ ic 
committees hav e sponsored will 
b e discussed in the nex t article.)

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THE GROCERY STAMP 
The Department o f Ag riculture is try ing o ut in 
Ro chester, N. Y., its latest scheme fo r g etting rid 
o f surplus fo o ds. Blue stamps will be issued to 
WPA wo rkers and o ther peo ple o n relief, Stamps 
which can be used at retail sto res to purchase 
such fo o ds as the g o vernment co nsiders to o plen­ 
tiful. These stamps are to be used by each WPA 
wo rker in additio n to the amo unt o f mo ney al­ 
ready allo tted to him fo r fo o d. 
In o ther wo rds he is suppo sed to buy mo re fo o d 
than he did befo re. The g ro cer will send in the 
stamps to his bank with his depo sits and the 
bank will send them to the treasury department 
fo r redemptio n. The fo o d thus purchased by 
tho se o n relief will be bo ug ht o f the farmers by 
the g o vernment, distributed to the g ro cers and 
g iven away to the co nsumer. 
Apparently the g ro cers o f the natio n are so lidly 
behind the plan. The farmers also like it, fo r it 
is desig ned to keep up prices and reduce sur­ 
pluses. The WPA wo rkers are naturally in favo r 
o f it. They will receive mo re assistance than they 
have received in the past. 
But any attem pt to g ive away the natio n’s sur­ 
plus fo o ds has its dang ers. The eco no mic m a­ 
chine is badly o ut o f balance no w. W hat Will be 
the effect o f the g o vernment’s latest po licy? Only 
time can tell. Mark Sullivan in the New Yo rk 
Herald Tribune fears th at o ne feature o f the new 
plan may pro ve a dang ero us weakness. He says: 
“Ho w will this lo o k to perso ns who are no t WPA 
wo rkers, o r o therwise o n relief? Ho w will it lo o k 
to perso ns in private emplo y ment at wag es lo wer 
than, o r abo ut the same as, the wag es received 
by WPA wo rkers? Why sho uld a WPA wo rker 
g etting $14 a week (the natio n-wide averag e) re­ 
ceive $3.75 wo rth o f fo o d a week free while a 
wo rker in private industry , receiving the same 
wag e o r less, must pay cash fo r exactly the same 
fo o d? There are hundreds o f tho usands o f per­ 
so ns in private wo rk who g et less than the $14 
a week, which is the WPA averag e — perhaps 
millio ns who receive less than the to p wag e paid 
to WPA wo rkers, which is $90 a mo nth. What is 
the po int o f discriminating in favo r o f the WPA 
wo rker, putting a handicap o n the private 
wo rker?” 
The attitude o f the private wo rker, then, will 
have so me bearing o n the success o f the g ro cery 
stamp plan. 


CELLS AND STARS 
Who has no t, at so me time, wo ndered ho w o ur 
earth came into being ? And, kno wing , o r having 
been to ld o f o ther wo rlds in the vast universe, 
their suns, mo o ns and stars, who has no t m ar­ 
veled at the immensity o f the space whetein they 
revo lve and ro tate and display their awful po n­ 
dero usness? The mind o f man can scarcely co m­ 
prehend the g reatness o f the universe, ho w it was 
created, ho w it g rew, is maintained and is co n­ 
stantly chang ing . 
But no w co mes an explanatio n, co mparatively 
simple, well within the partial co mprehensio n, at 
least, o f any o ne who , in his hig h scho o l days, 
has ever watched an amo eba fro m a fro g po nd 
develo p and g ro w in the field o f a lo w po wer 
micro sco pe. It deals with the g ro wth, but no t 
with the creatio n o f universes. 
Dr. Edwin Hubble o f Mt. Wilso n o bservato ry , 
after many y ears’ research with a 100-inch tele­ 
sco pe, at present the wo rld’s larg est, tells his 
fello w astro no mers at the McDo nald o bservato ry 
o f the University o f Texas his theo ry o f the 
striking similarity between the develo pment o f 
the cell, which is the building unit o f all livihg 
thing s, and the evo lutio nary g ro wth o f universes, 
th is theo ry Upsets mo st o f the present theo ries 
o f the evo lutio n o f the nebulae. 
Acco rding to the Hubble theo ry , there is a clo se 
analo g y between the divisio n o f the cell, which 
splits itself to fo rm o ther cells, that, in turn, 
carry o n similar o peratio ns, and the g ro wth o f 
wo rlds and suns so vast o ur o wn tiny universe 
wo uld be but as a speck o f dust if placed within 
them. Dr. Hubble believes his theo ry pro ves that 
nebulae beg ins as spherical masses o f stars, which 
in the seco nd step, sho w a well-develo ped nu­ 
cleus o r center in which a vast number o f stars 
o r suns ate co ncentrated. Then a ring o f stars 
develo ps aro und the nucleus and, spreading o ut, 
beco mes a hew universe. This is exactly what 
cells do . 
There is a vast field fo r tho ug ht in thus trac­ 
ing the similarity o f the immensely g reat suns 
with the infinitely small cells o r g erms with 
which scientists are at least o n micro sco pic terms. 
There is daring in the co mpariso n, the very sim­ 
plicity o f which, while tending to ward under­ 
standing , makes fo r g reater wo nder. 


The March of Destiny

J EStS OF NAZARETH 
Befo re we leave the affairs o f 
the Ro man Empire it is neces­ 
sary to co nsider the mo st im­ 
po rtant event in the histo ry o f 
mankind. This was the birth, in 
Bethlehem in Judea, o f a Jew 
who m the Greeks called Jesus. 
The exact date o f his birth is in 
dispute, but the mo st autho rita­ 
tive evidence indicates that he 
- was bo rn in the y ear 4 B. C.—fo ur 
y ears befo re the date set by the 
early Christians. 
In o rder to understand the in­ 
fluence o f this man 
and His 
teaching s, it is necessary to turn 
to the early relig io us beliefs o f 
the Jews fro m who m He sprang . 
Fo r centuries the Jews had been 
lo o king fo r the co ming o f a Mes­ 
siah—a So n o f Go d—who wo uld 
redeem them fro m bo ndag e and 
wo uld pro mptly elevate the Jews 
to the rulership o f all mankind. 
Go d, fo r so me reaso n, no lo ng er 
walked o n earth and talked to 
the Jews, as He had walked and 
talked in the day s o f Mo ses and 
the early pro phets. But when the 
Messiah finally came, He wo uld 
be visible to all men and their 
tro ubles wo uld be at an end— 
pro vided they happened to be 
Jews and had kept all o f the 
laws and the co mmandments. 
When the baby, Jesus, was 
bo m, a few humble peo ple be­ 
lieved Him to be this Messiah. 
But when He beg an to g o abo ut 
the land and spread His teach­ 
ing s—at the ag e o f appro ximate­ 
ly thirty y ears—the g reat mass 
o f the Jews wo uld have no ne o f 
Him. Their Messiah was to co me 
as an aveng ing ang el—to smite 
their enemies, hip and thig h. 
This carpenter’s So n to ld them 
to lo ve their enemies—to turn 
the o ther cheek—to g ive up the 
riches that they had manag ed to 


hide fro m the Ro mans—to repent 
sins th at they had never co nsid­ 
ered to be sins—to sto p do ing al­ 
mo st all o f the thing s that they 
wanted to do . And He taug ht 
them, no t that the Jews wo uld 
inherit the earth, but that the 
meek wo uld inherit the earth. 
The Jews were never meek. 
Their Messiah was to be a king 
o f king s—a builder o f temples— 
a sco urg e fo r the enemies o f the 
Cho sen Peo ple. 
At His co ming 
the 
rig hteo us 
dead 
were 
to 
awake and arise and partake in 
the g reat Millenium rig ht here 
o n earth. And this Man, who m 
inco nsequential peo ple called the 
Messiah, preached ag ainst king s 
and armies and war and reveng e. 
He lo o ked like a beg g ar and He 
dressed like a beg g ar and He 
lived like a beg g ar—o n alms. His 
friends were the trash o f Judea 
—beg g ars 
and 
labo rers 
and 
slaves and beach-co mbers and 
harlo ts and sinners—the lo west 
o f the lo w. He knew no Cho sen 
Peo ple except redeemed sinners. 
He sco rned the temples and the 
Sabbath and all o f tho se m an- 
made rituals that were suppo sed 
to represent relig io n. He talked 
o f so me king do m o f Heaven— 
with no reference whatever to 
that perfect Jewish king do m o n 
earth which was so much mo re 
fascinating to the Jewish mind. 
And He flo uted the priests and 
the 
elders 
and 
made 
much 
tro uble fo r them—as if they had 
no t eno ug h tro uble already . 
So they crucified Jesus in 
Jerusalem in the y ear 30 A. D.— 
when Jesus was pro bably nearly 
thirty -fo ur y ears o f ag e. 
Yo ur 
Grandfather No . *76 was un­ 
do ubtedly living at that time, 
and the chances are that, if he 
heard the news at all, he tho ug ht

But this scheme o f 
life—and this pro mise—did mo re 
to chang e the histo ry o f the 
wo rld than did all the wars and 
Victo ries and co nquests o f the 
Ro man Empire. 
In o rder fo r us to understand 
the influence o f Jesus it is neces­ 
sary to kno w so mething co n­ 
cerning human relatio nships at 
the time when Jesus lived o n 
earth. 
Of the estimated o ne hundred 
and twenty o r mo re millio n peo ­ 
ple within the bo undaries o f the 
Ro man Empire, it is pro bable 
that mo re than o ne-half were 
slaves. Tho usands o f them were 
new *to slavery —but the g reat 
majo rity were bo rn o f slave par­ 
ents, 
perhaps 
fro m 
mo thers 
who se ancesto rs had been slaves 
fo r a tho usand y ears. And the 
co mmo n free man was but little 
better o ff than the slave, fo r in 
mo st cases he had no land and 
no way to secure land. He co uld 
be cast into priso n fo r debt, o r 
fo r failure to pay his taxes. 
The privileg e o f co llecting the 
taxes was farmed o ut to co n­ 
tracto rs—to the hig hest bidder. 
The Co llecto rs co uld keep all that 
they co llected o ver what they 
g uaranteed to the empero r o r 
his pro vincial g o verno r. And the 
po pular plan fo r co llecting was 
to g o do wn the ro ad with a squad 
o f so ldiers and seize every thing 
that cduld be fo und. 
There were laws and there 
wfere mag istrates in the to wns. 
But bo th favo red the rich man 
ag ainst the po o r man—bo th fav­ 
o red him who was a Ro man citi­ 
zen ag ainst him who was no t a 
citizen. The po o r man who was

to Caesar fo r relief ag ainst in­ 
justice—and such an appeal, 
with the necessity o f jo urney ing 
to Ro me, was to o co stly fo r mo st 
men. Furthermo re, to o many o f 
tho se who to o k an appeal seemed 
to die my sterio us deaths o n the 
ro ad. 
There was co mparative peace 
within the empire, except fo r 
peo ple living near the bo rders o r 
near the sho res o f the seas. Such 
unfo rtunates never knew when a 
raiding party o f barbarians, o r a 
landing party fro m so me pirate 
o r slave ship, was g o ing to sur­ 
ro und their ho mes and leave 


them in ashes, while the survi­ 
vo rs disappeared fo rever into the 
nig ht. 
The famed Ro man peace was a 
peace ag ainst o rg anized enemies. 
The fast-marching leg io ns were 
effective in crushing o rg anized 
raids and revo lts. But they were 
po werless to pro tect the individ­ 
ual fro m evil men within the 
empire. 
Hig hway men 
infested 
the co untry and thieves and ruf­ 
fians were practically unco n­ 
tro lled in the cities after nig ht­ 
fall. Pirates plied their trade in 
co mparative safety , bo th o n the 
seas and alo ng the g reat rivers. 
The leg io ns were co mpo sed o f 
brutal fo reig ners, who helped

Telling farmers, feeders and 
traders ho w liv e sto ck sells o n 
the Indianapo lis market is the 
day-by-day jo b o f the fo ur-man 
Market News Serv ice staff at the 
Unio n sto ckyards. 
Any farmer will info rm yo u 
that “W hat did ho gs do at Indi­ 
anapo lis to day?” is so mething 
mo re than an academic ques­ 
tio n with him. A change in the 
ho g price may mean the differ­ 
ence between large pro fits and 
small pro fits o r no pro fits at all. 
And a farmer needs to kno w 
the current quo tatio n to kno w 
when to sell and ho w to sell. 
The Indianapo lis market draws 
5,000 to 10,000 ho gs daily mo stly 
fro m central and so uthern Indi­ 
ana and parts o f Illino is, Ken­ 
tucky and Ohio .

culture departm ent’s bureau o f 
agricultural eco no mics. 
Daily it issues repo rts o n the 
supply o f liv e sto ck, the trend o f 
the market and prices o f ho gs, 
cattle, calv es and sheep. These 
repo rts it exchanges by Mo rse 
co de o v er a leased wire netwo rk 
with 25 o ther o ffices and by tele­ 
graph with the remaining nine. 
In additio n, it supplies news to 
three press asso ciatio ns, three 
Indianapo lis newspapers, so me 
newspapers in o ther cities and 
three radio statio ns.

cept Saturday, when it clo ses at 
12:30. Staff men get prices by 
go ing into the yards and watch­ 
ing the sto ck sell. The seller m ar­ 
ket is o pen week days fro m eight

Liv e sto ck deals are m an-to - 
man affairs, no t auctio ns. The 
buyer tells what he wants and 
what he will pay fo r it. The seller 
sho ws him what he has and what 
he wants fo r it. When they agree 
o n a price, the deal is clo sed. A 
few minutes later the liv e sto ck 
passes o v er the scales and be­ 
co mes the pro perty o f the buyer. 
No papers enter into any 
transactio n except the weight 
tag. Traders keep their wo rd in 
the co nv ictio n that ho nesty is 
the best po licy. They kno w if 
they didn’t they wo uld hav e 
tro uble do ing any mo re trading. 
The men who buy may be em­ 
plo yed by lo cal packers o r they 
may be o rder buyers, purchasing 


sto ck o n co mmissio n fo r packers 
in o ther cities. 
Selling is do ne by co mmissio n 
firms, which handle liv e sto ck fo r 
farmers and feeders. Fo r selling 
liv e sto ck trucked to the yards— 
the big bulk o f the receipts— 
their charges run fro m 2 0 cents 
a head o n ho gs to 75 cents o n 
cattle. 
A third class o f trader is the 
speculato r. He buys sto ck and 
sells it again in the ho pe o f m ak­ 
ing a pro fit as the price go es up 
o r the sto ck puts o n weight o r 
by so rting the animals, a differ­ 
ent way to make a better deal. 
Fifteen co mmissio n firms sell 
o n 
the 
Indianapo lis 
market. 
So me 20 co ncerns buy, including 
fo ur majo r packers, 10 big o rder 
buyers and many indiv iduals 
representing small packers and 
butchers. 
Selling a ho g at Indianapo lis 
co sts a farmer abo ut 65 o r 70 
cents. Twenty cents is co mmis­ 
sio n. Twelv e cents is the yard­ 
age, a fee he pays the Belt Rail­ 
ro ad and Sto ckyards co mpany 
fo r use o f its pens and scales. 
The rest is feed and freight. 
No wadays ho gs sell at a to p o f 
abo ut $7.15 a hundred po unds;
